Annual Giving 
Keeps Steady Pace 


Annual Giving stands at 
$90,013 from 1,307 donors in early 
November—ahead of last year’s 
pace as the final two-month spurt 
begins toward reaching the 
$160,000 goal for 1971. 

Latest figures show $47,751 of 
this total from 875 alumni, $9,000 
from 120 parents and $33,262 
from 312 other friends. The 
Johnson Club sub-total is $27,000. 

All categories are running 
ahead of 1970 at this date, and 
alumni and friends who have not 
yet given are urged to join in 
support. 

The 1970 program produced 
$152,422, the third straight year 
to go over the $150,000 mark in 
support of such worthy objec- 
tives as scholarship aid for stu- 
dents and salary increases for 
faculty.

PC Gets Final $40,000 
Of $200,000 Challenge 


| al ie College has re- 
ceived the final $40,000 pay- 
ment on a $200,000 challenge 
grant offered to PC by an anony- 
mous foundation in connection 
with its recent capital funds 
campaign in Georgia. 
President Mare C. Weersing, 
in making the announcement, 
said the $40,000 will be placed 
in the college endowment to 
help underwrite scholarships for 
qualified students. He added: 
“PC qualified for the initial 
$160,000 payment last winter 
under special stipulations of the 
$200,000 incentive grant made 
during our EPIC campaign in 
the Georgia Synod. The founda- 
tion, which insists upon anony- 
mity while being highly selective

in the institutions it supports, 
also has given PC $150,000 in an 
earlier campaign.” 

The EPIC drive, assisted by 
the challenge grant, raised more 
than $1 million for Presbyterian 
College among Georgia Presby- 
terians, who share its support 
with the South Carolina Synod.

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First undergraduate program in nation: 


PC to Train Associate Guidance Counselors 


he nation’s first undergraduate program to 

train associate guidance counselors is being 
instituted at Presbyterian College to help meet the 
pressing needs of high schools for qualified guid- 
ance personnel. 

Dr. Claude H. Cooler, chairman of the PC psy- 
chology department, has just received provisional 
approval from the South Carolina State Board 
of Education which only last spring became the 
first in the country to adopt this innovative pro- 
gram. The new requirements enable an individual 
to qualify as an associate counselor with his under- 
graduate degree, whereas counselor certification 
requirements previously included a bachelor’s de- 
gree plus two years of teaching experience and a 
master’s degree in guidance and counseling. 

In anticipation of approval, Presbyterian Col- 
lege already has its psychology curriculum geared 
for the program and next June will graduate seven 
seniors as associate guidance counselors. In addi- 
tion to specified course work, the program also 
requires a full-time internship of one term under 
the direction of a certified counselor in his school 
setting. PC also offers four graduate-level courses 
which may be applied toward the master’s in 
counseling. 

Dr. Cooler, who serves as coordinator of the PC 
counselor training program, worked actively with 
the State Education Department over the past two 
years in the development of the undergraduate 
training program for school counselors. He said: 

“Our State Education Department recognized 
that the need is urgent. South Carolina law re- 
quires that each accredited secondary school must 
have one qualified full-time guidance counselor 
for each 500 students. Because counselors are in 


very short supply, it has become essential to train 
additional personnel as quickly as possible. The 
associate counselor program is one answer, and 
other states already have indicated an interest in 
following South Carolina’s lead.” 

Provisional approval means PC is to move ahead 
with its full program while making certain modi- 
fications suggested by the visiting committee of 
the State Department of Education. Dr. Cooler 
said other South Carolina colleges and universities 
hope to offer this type of counselor training in 


the future.
